Being 
polite is not an admission of inferiority, but rather an indica- 
tion of a high order of mentality.

The Morgantown 
Chamber of Commerce was recently behind a stock subscrip 
tion campaign for the Morgantown building and loan associa 
tions. Morgantown has a population of 12,000 and a recent 
survey by the Chamber of Commerce showed that 593 houses 
were under construction in the city proper.

Hoboken and Vicinity. 

Master plumbers of Union County are much encouraged by 
the latest development in the labor struggle which, for the 
past few weeks, has been causing them serious concern. Three 
hundred members of the Elizabeth local of Journeyman Plumb- 
ers have voluntarily agreed to accept a wage reduction of one 
dollar a day, commencing June 6th, and it is expected that 
their action will be followed by other locals in the county. 

The Elizabeth journeymen announce that they have agreed 
to this wage cut in the hope that their action will stimulate 
building in Elizabeth and Union County. Bernard V. Tansey, 
business agent of the local, said that the reduction was agreed 
to following suggestions from the Master Builders’ Association 
of Elizabeth that a reduction in building costs would be neces- 
sary in order to overcome the existing stagnation in building 
Ope rations. 

The members of this local have been far-sighted and broad 
minded enough to see that they have nothing to gain and every- 
thing to lose by persisting in an attitude that is veritably hav 
ing the effect of “killing the goose that lays the golden eggs,” 
and master plumbers in other parts of the county are confident 
that, now that one local has shown a disposition to “listen to 
reason,” others will promptly follow sunt. 

Jersey City and Vicinity. 

\iembers of the Master Plumbers’ Association ot Jersey 
(ity are taking a keen interest in the proposed new zoning 
ordmance which would confine industrial establishments within 
certain prescribed arcas, and protect residential districts from 
invasion by commercial structures. The association has taken 
no official action on the matter as yet, but several of the mem- 
bers will attend the public hearing at the City Hall, when the 
proposed ordinance will be thoroughly discussed. 

In addition to the effect it would have in the general beautify 
ing of the city, the local plumbing and heating fraternity be- 
lieves that the enactment of a zoning law would be of real 
benefit to their industry, in that it would serve to stabilize 
property values and thus stimulate a demand for plumbing 
and heating installations. Particularly would this be the case, 
the master plumbers believe, so far as alteration work and in 
stallations in old residences are concerned. There are hun- 
dreds of old-fashioned homes in Jersey City whose owners 
might be willing to go to the expense of putting m modern 
heating systems and new and up-to-date sanitary fixtures, if 
they could be assured that the value of their property was not 
in danger of deterioration. As it ts now, there is no telling 
when a factory structure may shoot up in a residence section 
and, although, perhaps, tmereasing the value of the adjacent 
land, cause a considerable decrease im the value of improved 
property in the neighborhood. Naturally, m the circumstances, 


the owner of a home, approached by a plumbing contractor 
vith the suggestion that he put in a new heating plant, or an 
additional bathroom, is strongly inclined to hesitate With 
the new zoning law in effect, however, the householder would 
be assured that the tone of the neighborhood could never | 
lowered, and that any improvements made in the property 
would represent an investment instead of a mere luxury, inas 
much as he could always be sure of getting his money back,

in case it ever became necessary for him to sell the house, be- 
sides making it much easier to make a sale. 

\s regards new construction work, under the zoning system 
the permanent population of any given area may be determined 
within a reasonable degree of accuracy betore a single build- 
ing is erected on it, and, with this factor known, it will be 
possible intelligently to forecast the needs of the district for 
every class of public work, and construction work, and to plan 
accordingly, with the confidence that, whatever is done will 
be done properly, permanently, and economically. 

nceouraging as the promise of increased bus:ness held out 
to them by the new zoning ordinance looks to the local master 
plumbers, however, they are even more encouraged by the 
era of prosperity which they sce coming as a result of the 
Port Development plan, now under way, which ts expected to 
cause Jersey City to develop into one of the foremost com- 
mercial and shipping cities of the world, with a _ residential 
population exceeding that of Brooklyn and Queens, and a con 
sequent tremendous activity im both housing and _= industria! 
building construction. 

“We are on our way to a Greater Jersey City,” the local 
(Chamber of Commerce has declared in a recent formal state- 
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ment to its members. “The people of Jersey City, at the re- 
cent election, showed conclusively that they were in favor of 
a continuation of the program of intelligent spending to build 
a greater city, and the Board of City Commissioners have dis- 
played a willingness to work hand in hand with the business 
men of the city to produce results. 

“Surely the future holds forth a rosy prospect. Here, on 
the west bank of the Hudson, the chamber feels, is destined 
to be located a population exceeding that of Brooklyn and 
Queens. It sees a high class apartment house district on the 
Boulevard and Bergen Avenue, a middle class residential 
neighborhood extending from Greenville to Hudson City, with 
a fine north and south business street; while, on the Hudson 
and Hackensack River water fronts, and the immediate uplands, 
will thrive the industries of a nation. 

“One of the great forward steps that the chamber sees 1s 
the closer amalgamation of Hudson City with Jersey City. 
The cutting through of Central Avenue to Pavonia Avenue 
as the first step to the establishing of a great north and south 
business thoroughfare 1s an indication of the bringing together 
of two sections of the city which, due to geographic reasons, 
have always been somewhat strained. Changes in lower Jersey 
City will be greatly stimulated by the construction of the pro- 
posed vehicular tunnel.” 

City Commissioner A. Harry Moore uses even more enthu- 
siastic language in predicting the future of Jersey City. 

“With the west water front development completed, Jersey 
City is bound to become one of the foremost commercial and 
shipping centers of the world,” he says. “I feel safe in mak- 
ing the prediction that, within a few years, there will not be 
an available strip of land. Great manufacturing concerns will 
locate within the water front limits and with the coming of the 
many and varied industries there will be work for thousands, 
and our city will become a veritable hive of industry. 

“Anticipating a rational solution of the Port of New York 
problem which must, of necessity, include a development of 
the New Jersey portion of the metropolition district, Jersey 
City has planned extensive development of its water front on 
the Hudson River, Newark Bay, and the Hackensack River, 
including articulation of these developments with the trunk 
line railroads, the vehicular tunnel, now under construction, 
under the Hudson River, and the proposed Hudson Rive1 
bridge to Manhattan. 

“The intelligent planning of these developments necessarily 
involved a study of the present harbor conditions in the Port 
of New York, so that plans devised and improvements pro 
posed would be a rational and necessary feature of a really 
comprehensive plan for development of the metropolitan port 
district, the boundaries of which not only include New York 
City, but also a large part of northern New Jersey. This New 
Jersey portion ot the metropolitan district has been described 
as extending from New Brunswick to Piedmont-on-the-Hud 
son and from the west shore of the Hludson River to Summit, 
N. J., including the cities of Jersey City, Bayonne, Hoboken, 
Newark, Patterson and Passaic 

“Jersey City for the past four vears has been going ahead 
in leaps and bounds, and with the development of her water 
front and the many proposed improvements installed we will 
not have long to wait before we have become world famous 
and a city recognized far and near as a city of real modern 
progress.” 


Another farmers’ relief measure, the bill of Senator Cur- 
tis, Kansas, to loan up to $50,000,000 to federal farm loan 
banks to distribute among farmers at not more than 5% per 
cent interest, was passed June 2nd by the senate with assur 
ances of early house approval. The measure was recommended 
by Secretary Mellon and the Federal kKarm Loan Board, and 
the bill has been indorsed by agricultural organizations. 

Members of the Senate Finance Committee have been 
warned by Edward Fk. MacGrady, legislative representative of 
the American Federation of Labor, that imposition of a gen 
eral sales tax would be followed by mass meetings of protest 
throughout the country. Mr. MacGrady, who appeared tor 
Samuel Gompers, declared that the movement for the sales tax 
is an attempt to shift tax burdens trom big business to the 


workingmen and women of the country.

How the Bathtub Saved Greenwich Village. 

That “Domestic Engineering’s” great “Bath a Day” campaign 
a benetit to real estate as well as to the public 
health is strikingly illustrated by the recent transformation 
that has been effected in the historic Greenwich Village seco 
ton of New York City, where extensive remodelling of ancient 
and dilapidated dwe lings has resulted in the driving out of the 
long-haired “Bohemians ’ from the neighh-rbood, and the at- 
traction to that section of ac ml of re ent- payers able and willing 
to pay many times the rental values formerly placed on the prop- 
erty.

“New York Herald” recently gave 
credit to the “porcelain tub” for bringing about this change, 
and from the situation described in the article the inference 
can reasonably be drawn that once the daily bath becomes a 
national habit landlords will find it a profitable investment to 
install modern plumbing in old and dilapidated property. The 
“New York Herald” article, which was published under the 
headline, “PORCELAIN TUB SAVED WASHINGTON 
SQUARE,” furnished a fine selling talk for the plumbing con- 
tractor seeking to impress on owners of old-fashioned property 
the advantages of putting in new and up-to-date plumbing fix- 
tures 
“The 
wich Village,” the 


porcelain tub drove out the Bohemians from Green- 
“Terald” “When real estate agents be- 
gan modernizing the houses of two generations ago bathtubs 
and electricity represented higher rents. The artist colony was 
not prepared to meet the new rents so they migrated to other 
squares and streets where they could live cheaper. 

“It has been a long struggle to rehabilitate the lower residen- 
tial portion of New York. Temporarily it fell into the hands 
of the Bohemians, although one real estate expert asserts that 
never did these artists and writers number more than 5 per cent 
of the village’s population. Even this 5 per cent has marched 
on and those who have helped in the effort at restoration feel 
that the square and its surroundings are now safe from the 
spectacular invaders and that henceforth the section will be sa- 
cred to the memories of the past. 

“According to Vincent C. Pepe, who has, perhaps, rescued 
more architectural derelicts in this district than any other one 
person, the rehabilitation of Washington square and its tribu- 
taries is due largely to an awakening sense of appreciation in 
the New Yorker of the great beauty and old time charm as 
well as the accessibility of the lower Fifth avenue section. 

“Many of the new property owners and apartment lessees 
there are men and women whose ancestors built these houses. 
The present generation has travelled abroad, it has visited the 
ancient cities of Italy, Great Britain and France. It has be- 
come interested in the pride of people who preserve the struc- 
tures of antiquity as well as their traditions because of their 
beauty and their interest. 

“Then the returned New Yorker looks about for something 
akin to a historical spot in his own city. He begins to have a 
for the ‘nouveau riche’ type of citizen and the palm and 
marble foyered apartment. He may be a millionaire but he 
wants to live in a democratic way and in a democratic district 
Instinctively he turns to the real bit of old New York with tts 
red brick Colonial houses and its famous arch and park. 

“Eight years ago Washington square was on the verge of be- 
ing a lost district, lost to art, to comfort and to beauty. Then 
the new residents began to look over the old-fashioned houses, 
an as to condition but with wonderful possibilities. 

st one old house was remodelled, then another, and when a 
small circle began to see what comfort and beauty abounded 
in these half a century or century old dwellings more and 
more of them were rescued and fitted up with every interior 
comfort and convenience. 

‘At that time the Bohemians disregarded the bathtub. They 
did not consider electricity essential to comfort and happiness, 
and a cold water faucet on the main floor of a three of four- 
story house was looked upon as a luxury. The rents were so 
low that they om | afford to have > cious homes. They usually 
had plenty of light and air to make up tor the steam heat, 
clevators an¢ | electric lights while the old houses lacked. 

“When the man with capital looking for a home decided te

settled downtown, or the real estate

penditure, 
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here and they sought other old time dwellings in out of the 
way streets, where rents were still moderate. 

“They were succeeded in the Washington Square district by 
men and women whose fathers or grandfathers, or perhaps, 
great-grandfathers, had once lived there. The newcomers cher- 
ish the heavy solid mahogany doors far more than painted ones 
of steel; they revere the silver door knobs and have them re- 
fnished or polished to shine as they did in the “Age of In- 
nocence.” They restored the carved mantels and the fireplaces 
and when settled in these quaint surroundings they feel that 
they have found a bit of the really old New York, which, Mr. 
Pope says, is the only sizable portion of the city remaining 
practically intact. 

“J. Irving Walsh, another of the aids to rehabilitating the 
village, is one of the strongest believers in its future. He 
maintains that the long haired dwellers were never so numerous 
as the public has been led to think and that their complete 
removal from the old-fashioned quarter, even from west of 
Sheridan Square, is a matter of a short time. 

“The accessibility of lower Fifth Avenue is one of its great- 
est assets, according to Mr. Walsh. And it will remain a dis- 
trict convenient to subways, bus lines, surface cars, elevated and 
tube for an indefinite time, he asserts. There is no other sec- 
tion in the city so convenient for the business man and the 
shopper, the theatergoer, the writer and the artist, he says. 
Downtown is only twelve minutes away, the theaters are about 
the same distance by elevated, bus or subway, and some of the 
shops are within walking distance. 

“The two great railway terminals are connected with the 
square by various routes. And another advantage of the dis- 
trict is that the dweller usually travels in the opposite direc- 
tion to the morning and evening crowds. You come nearer to 
ease and freedom of movement in the village than in any other 
thickly settled section. 

“Most of the fine old brown stone and brick houses on the 
square, on lower Fifth Avenue and its cross streets have been 
acquired within the last few years. As there are few avail- 
able houses here, newcomers have had to content themselves 
with dwellings farther west, across Sixth Avenue and even 
on the other side of Seventh Avenue and Fourth Street, which 
crosses these numbered streets over here. 

“Some of these more recently remodelled houses were not quite 
so pretentious in the days they were built. Yet they have prac- 
tically all the attractive features of the more expensive Fifth 
Avenue house. Perhaps the mantels are not marble, nor are 
the door handles of silver, nor the doors themselves of solid 
mahogany. But the atmosphére is there and the houses can be 
made over into comfortable modern homes. They are so well 
built, so delightfully and substantially finished inside that they 
easily lend themselves to the apartment plan. 

“The duplex idea is being introduced into many of these re- 
modelled houses. The entire house is often too large for one 
family, so the purchaser has the high stoop replaced by an 
American basement. This gives the bwner the basement and 
the parlor floor, and by building a stairway inside he can reach 
either floor without using the tenant’s entrance. 

“Mr. Walsh has followed this plan in his new house at 22 
West Ninth Street. The arrangement, he says, has all the ad- 
vantages of a private house and it leaves no waste space and 
expresses a feeling different from the average uptown house 
or the fashionable apartment. 

“The Washington Square Association, including many men of 
prominence, has the preservation of this district at heart and 
its members have done much to restore it to its original beauty 
and charm. They have been largely responsible for its coming 
back. A part of their campaign has been the zoning of the dis- 
trict to limit the advance of trade.”

IS YOUR MOTOR TRUCK READY FOR SUMMER? 

The sweltering days of summer are again with us and service 
stations are again filled with heat-afflicted motor trucks. Is 
your truck in the steaming-radiator line? Or is it prerared to 
give uninterrupted service during the summer months? 

Overheating and other common hot weather troubles are usu- 
ally due to lack of forethought and to mistakes that can be 
easily avoided. The main points which require attention are 
briefly outlined below by A. F. Masury, chief engineer of the 
International Motor Co. 

1— Do you understand the truck’s cooling system thoroughly ? 
lf not, now is the time to go over it carefully and find out all 
See that the flow of water is not 
impeded by any sort of obstruction and that the overflow pipe 
bent below the level of the base of the radiator filler.
